S a fe ty or th e A t la n tic .— l h# partic­ 
ular* of the voyage of the Atlantic and her 
aafe arrival at Cork, are as fo llo w s;— 
The Atlantic left liverpool on the -Sth De­ 
cember, in hue steamiiiz condition, and withom 
any apprehension, on tho part of her officers, in 
regard lo the voyage. 
It was blow ing a strong 
g«To at the time ut dcjiarture, from W . 3. W , so 
much so ss to render it timmsnblf to land her 
pilot. 
Oil the 29th December, a lk 30 P . M. she 
passed Cape Clear, mid fairly commenced her 
homeward peonage by plunging st once into a 
heavy head sen, mid stemming strong westerly 
lisles, which continued without intermission for 
the time following up to the day of the accident, 
On the 3th of January, at noon, aho was in lat. 
IU 12. long. 41 W .U blowing strong gales from 
XV. N. W. 
A t fl JIO P. M ., tho engines were stopped, as it 
wss first supposed by the engineers on account 
of the breaking of the eccentric strap to lite star­ 
board enghio~ and, on examination, it wits de­ 
termined to go ahead again, working that engine 
by hand, but another revolution of tho wheel? 
proved that the occident w as of a much more se­ 
rious nature— the main shaft was found broken 
completely through, (in a diagonal direction,) 
the (fearing of the starboard pillar block, aud the 
additional turn after the drat stoppage caused 
one part of the shaft to Up over the other— thus 
fratluring troth pillar blocks, and rendering the 
engines perfectly useless. 
The ship wa* et once 
hove to under storm canvas, the wheels lashed, 
and all hands employed during the night, and for 
the following day, in sending up hor square yards, 
and stripping her w heel* of the floats— a task at 
once difficult and dangerous in a gale of wind, 
and the decks covered w ithier, but fortunately 
accomplished without accident. 
On the 7th and Sth laying to, with the )n\pe 
of an abatement of the gale and a change of wind, 
ss the captain and all hands were extremely anx­ 
ious to reach tome port on our own const. 
On 
the 9th the winish sided to the northwest, and 
became quite moderate. 
Immediately made sail, 
and shaped a comte tor Halifax, 897 miles dis 
taut. and New-Yoik 1,400. 
This weather con­ 
tinued until meridian of the loth, when an ob 
servation placed the ship IHC miles south and 70 
miles west of her position at the time of the ac­ 
cident. 
A gale now sprung up again from the 
southwest, and it became necessary to heave the 
ship to ; for, even with moderato weather, it was 
evident to all that she could do nothing by the 
wind under canvas. 
A t 8, A M .,of the n th , 
a large ship passed, bound to the eastward ; but 
she cither did not see, or took no* notice of our 
signals of distress. 
A t IO, P. M., after taking an 
accurate account of stores on board, and consid­ 
ering the apparent impossibility of reaching home 
with the ship in her disabled condition, the cap­ 
tain determined, with the assent of his officers 
and pffUcngcrs, to bear up for the coast of Europe, 
which was accordingly done. 
From this time to the 2?d day nothing of im ­ 
portance occurred. 
W e had following gales and 
liigh seas, aud the ship made an average distance 
of 160 miles per day, and in that interval ran I,* 
400 miles. 
At 3 I*. M. of (he 2‘id aho anchored 
in ('ork haring, which fact alone, when consider­ 
ing the immense aile of the sldp, her small spars, 
light canvas, and heavy machinery, is sufficient 
to prove her a splendid sen boat, aud must add, 
in no small degree, to the reputation already ac­ 
quired by her commander for prudence aud sea­ 
manship. 
Iii regard to the conduct of her pas­ 
sengers under such trying eireuinstances, too 
much could scarcely be said. 
Suffice it that they 
bore the misfortune with becoming fortitude ami 
cheerfulness, and testified, on leaving her at 
fork, as much sympathy as those who have a 
more permanent interest in the good old Atlantic. 
The Atlantic hail on board 660 tons of freight, and 
a considerable quantity of specie, w hu h the Cam­ 
bria was chattered to bring over, and probably 
sailed from Colk on the itll inst, direct tor New- 
York. Before the Aft ion left, arrangements were 
making to tow the Atlantic to Livetpool, for tho 
purpose of boing repaired.
